REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kanesaka et al. (US 
5,776,183) and Gray (US 5,895,406) each discloses a method of applying a radial force against 
a blood vessel with a stent comprising cells having wavelike first and second members wherein 
the first members are in phase when a first contracted state and out of phase in a second 
contracted state. However, Kanesaka and Gray each fails to disclose or fairly suggest radially 
expanding the stent to a transition point defining a geometry of the cells at which no additional 
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force is necessary to further expand the plurality of cells and permitting the plurality of cells to 
continue to expand beyond the transition point to the at least one expanded state without the 
application of additional force. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
